TAXES RECEIVABLE 


The 1946 tax commitment book was added and checked to the 
valuation book of the Assessors. This commitment was accounted 
for by cash paid the Treasurer and abatements, or was still 
unpaid as shown by the records of the Collector. 

Collections received on prior years’ taxes receivable were ap- 
plied against the proper accounts. 


TAX LIENS 


The 1943 tax liens, which matured during the year, were 
transferred to tax acquired property. Payments received on 
1944 and 1945 tax liens were properly recorded. 


TAX ACQUIRED PROPERTY 


Sales amounting to $838.69 were made during the year on 
which a gain of $702.99 was realized.

This account represents deductions for Withholding Taxes and 
Teacher’s Retirement Fund which are payable in the 1947/48 
year. 


NET DEFICIT 


At the close of the year, the Net Deficit amounted to $3,013.11.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


February 20, 1948 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of the Town of Athens: 


I hereby submit my second annual report on your schools for 
your interest and approval. 


Your schools have operated in a complimentary manner for 
the past year. I believe that the instruction deserves much 
commendation. In times of such teacher shortages we should 
feel very pleased to realize that our schools are staffed with 
certified instructors. There are about five hundred classrooms 
in this State alone at the present time which are being taught 
by teachers on permits and sanctions. 


Your instruction was broadened last fall by the addition of a 
Music Supervisor, Mr. Glenroy Lamb. Mr. Lamb only has one- 
half a day to cover the schools and his program is forced to 
vary due to lack of time. However, it is our aim to give every 
child vocal training and in addition to furnish instruction to all 
those possessing instruments. The value of this part of our 
school program can only be appreciated by witnessing a very 
fine little orchestra at the Village school and many other young- 
sters playing both simple and difficult instruments who are not 
as yet a part of the Orchestra. In a very short period of time 
you will have a large group of young people who will have 
established a hobby in music that will mean a great deal to 
them for a lifetime. 


I believe I have covered the instructional part of our program 
adequately. I rather hesitate to discuss the physical side of 
the school system as I am afraid I have only a small group 
who are interested in bettering the situation. I can see whereas 
one might hesitate to spend money to improve but the part 
that baffles me is whereby any group who profess to be inter- 
ested in the welfare of the town can balk at sitting down and 
discussing the problem. 


You voted at your last town meeting in favor of appointing 
a committee to “investigate and make recommendaticns” for 
better school housing facilities. Yet, two attempts were made 
to merely assemble and discuss present conditions and at the 
first meeting one member, Mr. Gilman attended and at the 
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second meeting Mr. Gilman and Mr. Jones attended. I still 
question whether or not you wish to go forward and build your 
schools on a par with other towns or are you satisfied ? 


I believe Athens has a definite school housing problem. I 
can’t see whereby you can conscientiously continue to be con- 
tented with a building such as your Village School and the 
lower grade building at West Athens. Contrary to rumors, 
I am not suggesting running the town in debt for a new build- 
ing immediately but I do work under the theory that the least 
any group can do is to meet face to face with the problem and 
then plan a long range program to overcome the handicap. 


I would still urge those interested citizens in the town to 
secure a Committee who will put some time and thought to 
this problem. 


Due to increased costs beyond which we had planned, we 
were unable to gain the $1,000 on the overdraft. A brief analysis 
of this increase cost which came without warning, will prove 
my point. Conveyance costs jumped from sixty-six dollars per 
week to ninety-four dollars weekly, while at the same time 
janitor cost hiked from twelve dollars weekly to fifteen dollars. 
These two items alone count for $660 of the sum which we had 
planned to gain on the overdraft. We did however, hold our 
own which should receive some commendation in times such 
as these.

If you will study the school statistics you will see my point 
in long range planning. If you had normal size classrooms, 
you could very easily handle your school population with four 
teachers. At the same time, if you eliminated a teacher and 


conveyed the children to another school, the State would reim- 
burse you up to $850 yearly to cover the cost of the transporta- 
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tion. By considering all angles, plans could be made whereby 
the town of Athens could support an adequate school system as 
cheaply as they now support the present set up. 


Your budget for next year is still increasing and your school 
committee has deliberated some time to remedy the situation. 
However, the following figures are the lowest possible to keep 
your school businsss in the black.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR ATHENS 


January 1 to December 31, 1947 


Bureau of Health Nursing Service 


We all know that good health is one of our most valuable 
possessions. Those of us who are well should be thankful, but 
should be actively so by doing everything possible to maintain 
that happy state and to help others to attain it. 


Some of the people of this town have demonstrated their 
interest in health by participating in the Child Health Con- 
ferences that were held this summer. Others professed an 
interest, but too many failed to appear. This probably means 
that some of us have neglected to publicize the value of such 
programs. Perhaps we have been negligent in not putting 
greater stress on the physical examinations that every child 


should have yearly, and that are available for all preschool 
children at these conferences. Every child should be protected 
against diphtheria, whooping cough, and smallpox during its 
first year of life. This service is available at the conferences, 
also. The average attendance for this summer at the. three 
conferences were 17 children and a total of. 17 children im- 
munized. Four children came for physical examination, only. 
Let us remember and tell abroad that every child, immunized 
at one year, should have repeated immunizations and should 
be examined by his family physician or the conference physician 
before entering school. 


Entering school does not mean that we have forgotten the 
child or his health, for considerable time and effort is spent 
with the school child, his family, and school personnel. Much 
is gained through cooperative efforts of the teachers and Super- 
-intendent of schools with the Public Health Nurse. 

Hearing tests, by means of audiometer, were given to the 
pupils of Athens, West Athens, and Somerset Academy. Some 
loss of hearing was noted in a few instances. This may be due 
to one of several things such as injury or infection, but it may 
also be due to faulty personal hygiene or poor nutrition. . 
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The Bureau of Health desires to assist each and every person 
to maintain as high a standard of health as is possible. The 
Public Health Nurse is a representative to help your town in 
this work. She is available for preventive, remedial, and educa- 
tional projects and she visits the family as a friend and advisor.
